THE HARBOR OF THE HEART

PECULIAR sway of emotion sweeps through my consciousness as I 
stand in a lovely harbor. Ships anchored, ships coming In—ships 


going out. Cargoes and people going to the breast of the open sea so full 
of mystery and might, sometimes to become lashed by angry waves, and 
sometimes to bring fear and wonder to those' who have sailed away. 


During silent night I have though about the harbors that I have seen, 


and I have thought of my heart as a harbor, with so many ships of hope 
and aspiration and dreams, anchored there. And I think of the ships 
that I have sent out—and of those that have returned. Many of them 
have brought back treasures that I have stored away, and treasures that 
I ,have sent far and wide—treasures loaned to me for a little while. 


Oh, this harbor of the heart is the most precious and important har- 


bor in the world! But the deeper it is dredged the more ships it will take 
safely. 


A few weeks ago I left the harbor at Yarmouth, Nova Scotia. Day 


and night there they dredge it so that the big ships may safely come and 
go. I watched the great dredges lift the mud, thereby deepening the 
channel. And then our boat steamed ahead into the darkness of the 
night. 


It takes work to keep a great harbor in trim, and so it takes care 


and thought and constant consideration to keep this harbor of the heart 
deep «md ready, and so protected ^hat any worth-while ship may enter.

parties to hasten developments. 


In a declaration reflecting its 


disappointment that the world eco- 
nomic crisis had failed to bring 
about the long-heralded downfall 
of capitalism, the executive com- 
mittee 
of the 
agency 
directing 


communist propaganda urges more 
"revolutionary activity" among work- 
ers. 


"The stabilization of capitalism 


is at an end," says a resolution 
adopted at the executive commit- 
tee's twelfth plenary session, the 
first since April, 1931, 'but theie 
still is no direct i evolutionary sit- 
uation in the most important coun- 
tries. 


"We must not count on the auto- 


matic failure of capitalism. 
We 


must rely upon the revolutionary 
activity of the workers.' 


The resolution outlined, specific 


programs to be followed by com- 
munist parties in various coun- 
tries 
With reference to America 


it said 


"The communist party of the 


United States must mobilize the 
masses to fight for social insur- 
ance, against wage reductions, for 
immediate relief 
to the , unem- 


ployed, assistance to faimers. the 
rights of negroes and the self-de- 
termination of the blaek belt and 
for the defense of the Chinese 
masses and the Soviet Union." 


Describing the present time as 


a transitory period which will lead 
to collisions between classes and 
countries—to revolutions and wars 
—the "Comintern" claims that rev- 
olutionary forces are growing in 
all capitalist countries but adds
